She  stands  at  the  very  threshohl  df  tliis  strong  and 
impatient  New  World,  in  an  a^e  of  progressive  activity  and  enterprise,  like  a  little  patch  of 
mediaeval  Europe,  transplanted,  it  is  true,  upon  a  distant  shore,  and  shuttinj,'  out,  by  her  mur.d 
surroundint^s,  the  influences  that  all  the  rest  of  the  continent  has  failed  to  exercise  upon  her. 

Time  works  few  chanj^es  in  Quebec.  True  to  the  traditions  of  her  pi.ius  founders  she 
rem.iins  to  this  day  the  city  of  Champlain  .ind  Laval.  The  battlements  behind  which  she 
remains  secluded  were  erected  by  the  relij^'ious  fervor,  missionary  zeal  and  endurnij;  fortitude  of 
•the  pioneers  of  I-'rance  in  the  New  World,"  streni,'thened  by  the  lanf^ua^e,  the  customs  and  the 
religion  ol  the  Old  World  I'Vance  wlu'nce  they  sprung,'.  "Cemented  toj^ether,"  as  the  .American 
jioet  so  beautifully  expresses  it,  ''by  the  best  blood  of  centuries,"  these  battlements  have  suc- 
cessfully defii'd  alike  the  rava^^es  of  ruthless  time  and  relentless  foe.  Her  ;^ates,  thrown  wide 
and  hospitably  open  to  peaceful  visitors,  have  been  defiantly  closed  in  the  face  of  invadin-^  foes, 
and  even  under  the  most  adverse  ( ircumstances,  capitulation  was  only  ap;reed  to  on  condition 
that  the  peculiar  fortitications  of  her  peojile,  erected  by  the  devotion  of  their  early  leaders, 
should  be  i)erpelually  maint.iined.  It  was  this  m.iintenance  of  their  ancient  ramp.irts  th.U 
ensured  to  Kn^;land  the  allef.;iance  of  her  iMench  subjects  in  the  New  World,  when  her  Ivn^jlish- 
speakmi,'  colonists  broke  into  open  revolt.  It  secured  to  Hritain  the  fortress  of  Uuebec,  and 
caused  the  repulse  of  the  brave  Mont<;omery.  It  stands  today  an  apparently  insurmountable 
barrier  to  the  annexation  of  (Janad.i  to  the  United  States,  and  elicited  from  a  prominent  1-Vench- 
C'an.uliaii  statesman  the  assurance  tiiat  the  List  >,'un  in  defence  of  British  sovereignty  in  Can- 
ada would  ;  •■  tired  I  a  I'"rench-Can,idian.  No  Chin.'se  wall  was  ever  more  zealously  guardetl 
or  more  remarkable  in  its  effects  upon  the  territory  which  it  enclosed,  th.ui  these  jieculiar  old 
liattlenients  of  a  com|)aratively  modern  city. 

One  writer  has  described  Ouebec  as  "a  populous  cliff  crowned  with  a  fortress."  It  is 
true  that  the  Upper  Town  occupies  the  hij^h,  narrow  promontory  of  Cajie  Diamond,  between 
the  St.  Lawrence  and  St.  Charles  rivers,  but  some  of  its  suburbs  stretch  out  to  the  declining 
hei;;lus  in  the  direction  of  the  Plains  of  .\br,diam;  the  Lower  Town  skirts  the  foot  of  the  clitf 
and  occupies  some  kind  retrieved  from  the  river.  The  suburbs  of  St.  Kociis  and  St.  Sauveur 
hu^;  the  .south  bank  of  the  St.  Charles,  while  there  .ire  whole  :;tieets  of  houses  perched  upon 
the  lace  of  the  cliff  north  of  Cape  Diamond,  and  buildings  that  seem  ancli.,red  to  the  j^round 
by  one  corner  onlw

(irs  whose  hiines  are  niterred  lieiiealh  the  liuihHn^.  'i'heru  hant;s  upon  the  walls  ol  tin-  l^.isilica 
a  retnarl<al)h'  colleetion  ot  |iinitin^;s.  many  ol  them  liy  nolt;(l  European  masters  and  all  mvalu- 
al'le  as  worlv>  of  art.  It  includes  a  famous  \'an  Dyckof  the  Crucifixion,  painted  in  i6v),  ht.'sides 
I'Meurris,  I5lancharils,  LeHruns,  \:i;nons  and  llalles,  whi.h  .Milie  Desjardms  secured  for  a  tritle 
in  Paris,  when  the  revolutionists  (if  1 7((;,  pillaged  the  churciies  and  mon  isteries.  Some  rare 
relics  are  anvmest  the  treasures  of  this  church,  as  well  as  a  nuniheT  of  very  beautiful  vestments 
presenteti  to  I. aval,  the  first  Canadian  hishop,  by  the  f^reat  Louis  Xl\'. 

The  handsome  new  ch.ipel  of  tiie  yuebec  Seminary  is  quite  close  to  the  Hasilica.  It 
\v,is  liuilt  in  iSoi,  to  replace  that  destroyed  by  lire  a  few  years  earlier,  with  a  number  of  valua- 
ble art  treasures  that  it  contained. 

The  new  Citv  Hall  is  a  handsome  building;  facing  the  Basilica,  and  was  erected  in  iS<)5, 
It  is  of  ,1  mixed  style  of  architecture,  with  the  Norin.m  jiredoininatinj,',  and  measures  200  feet 
u|'on  the  old  Market  S<|uare,  120  feet  upon  Ste.  Aane  street,  and  i7Supon  I'abri(iue  street.  It 
coPitains  the  city  council  chamber,  mayor's  otiice,  and  all  the  offices  and  departmentsof  the  civic 
j;overnment,  and  also  the  recorders  court  and  central  tire  and  police  stations.  The  exception- 
allv  small  cost  at  which  this  beautiful  buihhnti  was  erected  and  the  economical  administration  of 
civic  affairs  for  the  last  few  years,  which  has  enabled  the  municipal  authorities  to  improve  and 
pave  m.iny  of  the  city  streets,  and  so  to  l.ir^^ely  chan^^e  for  the  better  the  face  of  the  city,  has 
made  of  I  lis  Worship,  the  Ilon.S.  N.  Parent,  the  most  popular  mayor  th.it  Ouebech.is  ever  h,id. 

The  site  of  the  Cit\  Ilall  was  for  two  centuries  and  a  tialf  occupied  by  the  old  Jesuit 
collef^e.  which  dates  b.ick  to  1637,  t'l*^  y^''^''  hefore  John  Harv.ird  made  his  becjuest  to  the  uni- 
versity that  now  bears  his  name.  I'rom  its  walls  went  forth  tli.it  noble  t),md  of  Jesuit  martyrs 
.and  missionaries,  many  of  whom  laid  down  their  lives  in  the  attempt  to  jilant  the  seeds  of  civ- 
ilization and  the  cross  of  Christ  .amongst  the  Indian  barbarians  of  the  far  west.  In  170;,  the 
collei^e  was  taken  possession  of  by  (jeni'ral  Mcrr.ay  for  the  accommodation  of  the  British  troops 
and  thereafter  was  known  as  the  Jesuit  Barracks.  After  the  withiirawal  ot  the  Imjierial  troops 
from  Canada  in  1870,  the  veneralile  pile  \v,is  demolished  by  dynamite. 

The  postollice  is  a  liandsome  cut-stone  edihce  at  the  head  of  Mountain  Hill,  close  to 
I  )utferin  Terrace,  and  occupies  a  site  famous  for  the  lej^ends  and  historical  associations  with 
which  it  is  connected.  In  its  northern  facade,  (rontin;^(Mi  Buade  street,  is  the  sculptured  fii^ure 
of  a  do<;  f^nawini,' a  bone.  This  always  having;  been  ^'ilt  has  a<-(iuired  the  name  o{  LiClncn 
liih-.
